EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

1 . Claim 1 is generic and allowable. Accordingly, the restriction requirement as to the 
encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and claims 9-1 1 and 13, directed to the species of non- 
elected species no longer withdrawn from consideration since all of the claims to this species 
depend from or otherwise include each of the limitations of an allowed generic claim. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 and 18 have 
been allowed because prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a vapor compressing system 
comprising, in combination, a refrigerant line with valve bypassing the heat rejecting heat 
exchanger and directly from the discharge of the compression device into the inlet of the 
expansion device; a sensor that detects a defrosting condition of said heat accepting heat 
exchanger, and a control that opens the valve when the sensor detects the defrosting condition to 
allow the refrigerant to flow through the valve.
